In every official summons issued by Khartum Temple since the 
inception of the Mobile Unit of the Shrine Hospital in Winnipeg, 
we have dedicated a page to the call of the crippled child. 

The work of rebuilding the deformed bodies, of straightening 
crooked limbs goes on. Necessity has made it imperative that increased 
accommodation should be provided in Winnipeg and the additional 
wing to the Hospital will be occupied in the immediate future. 

The message we send to you at this time is for a closer personal 
contact with our accepted work in connection with the Hospital. We 
want a consecrated service of heart and mind from a wider circle of 
the Nobility and in this there is no desire to be dictatorial. 

You may ask yourself, what can I do? You may continue the 
question further hy answering, what am I doing? 

Let us suggest that you get behind some of the particular activ- 
ities being carried out by comparatively small sections of Khartum 
Temple. Listen, we will tell you a few things you can assist with. 

Automobile services are constantly in demand. Have you a car? 

To visit the inmates of the Hospital, to chum up with these 
happy but crippled little ones, to enter into the spirit of the work by 
encouraging the Nursing Staff with an occasional visit and word of 
cheer, that is not a difficult task. Have you done your part as a Shriner, 
as a partner in the Institution. 

Do you know that two or three Nobles visit the ward every 
Thursday afternoon and delight the patients, and the nurses with a 
Movie entertainment lasting about an hour? 

Think this over. We only make brief reference to a fragment 
of work that somebody is doing, now, commune with yourself and 
decide just what little you can undertake, and having done so, put the 
thought into active practice.
